How  to  Make  a 

GOOD  LAWN 

Preparation  of  Soil 

The  soil  should  be  spaded  to  a  depth  of  one 
foot,  removinK  all  stones  and  roughage.  Large 
plots  may  be  plowed  and  harrowed.  A  fine 
seed  bed  is  essential. 

Fertilizing 

After  the  plot  has  been  spaded,  apply  a  three- 
to-six-inch  coating  of  peat  moss  and  a  good 
commercial  fertilizer,  such  as  Sacco  (see  page 
7  2),  allowing  20  lbs.  for  every  1,000  square 
feet.  Respade,  mixing  thoroughly  with  the  soil. 
Barnyard  fertilizer  may  be  used  in  place  of 
commercial  fertilizer,  but  it  carries  seeds  of 
weeds  and  coarse  grasses  that  grow  with  the 
Grass  Seed,  and  are  difficult  to  eradicate. 

Seeding 

Grass  Seed  may  be  sown  any  time,  but  early 
spring  sowing  before  the  hot  dry  weather  sets 
in,  is  best.  Sow  the  seed  on  a  quiet  day,  and 
broadcast  two  ways — us.ng  one  lb.  of  seed  tor 
every  200  to  2.50  square  feet — 100  to  125 
lbs.  per  acre.

By  sowing  half  the  seed  one  way,  and 
the  other  half  the  other  way.  a  uniform,  even 
stand  is  assured.  Harrow  or  rake  the  ground 
carefully  to  cover  the  .seed  and  follow  with  a 
roller  to  pack  the  soil.

Do  not  plant  Strawberries  on  newly  plowed 
sod  land — white  grubs  and  wireworms  are  com¬ 
mon  there,  and  will  destroy  the  roots. 

After  turning  sod,  plant  to  vegetable  crops  for 
two  years  previous  to  setting  out  berry  plants, 
giving  clean  cultivation  so  that  grubs  will  be 
killed. 

Manure  should  be  applied  to  crops  grown 


before  the  berries,  so  that  weeds  have  been  de¬ 
stroyed  by  tillage  and  the  manure  rotted  into 
humus. 

Crop  Rotation  is  essential.  After  fruiting  two 
years  set  out  a  new  bed,  turn  the  soil,  plant  to 
vegetables  for  two  years,  applying  fertilizer  be¬ 
fore  planting.  Then  follow  again  by  strawberries 
for  another  two  years.

It  is  recommended  that  Ash  and  Chinese  Elm  be  alternated  either  in 
the  row,  or  that  the  alternate  rows  of  each  be  used. 

For  a  low  spot,  too  wet  for  other  trees  to  thrive,  the  Laurel  Leaf 
Willow  is  best  suited.

Reed  Canary  Grass  will  produce  an  abund¬ 
ance  of  pasture  from  early  spring  until  fall. 
It  should  be  kept  grazed  very  close  except 
in  the  fall.  For  hay,  cut  as  soon  as  the  heads 
begin  to  appear  as  the  grass  contains  the 
highest  feeding  value  and  is  finest  at  this 
stage.  Two  or  three  crops  of  hay  and  some 
fall  pasture  may  be  obtained  by  such  a  prac¬ 
tice. 


How  To  Grow  the  Crop 

Prepare  a  good  seed  bed,  for  it  will  take 
less  seed  and  make  a  better  stand.  If  pos¬ 
sible,  plow  in  the  fall  which  allows  early 
spring  seeding.  The  seed  will  germinate  in 
water,  but  if  covered  by  soil  underneath  the 
water,  it  will  not  grow  until  the  water  has 
drained  off. 

Experiments  have  shown  that  Reed  Canary 
Grass  responds  readily  to  planting  with  a 
companion  crop  such  as  flax,  small  grains, 
Timothy  or  Bromus  Inermis.  The  value  of 
planting  such  a  crop  is  as  follows:  it  will 
hold  the  weeds  in  check;  it  will  shade  the 
ground  and  keep  it  from  drying  out  so 
quickly,  thus  protecting  the  young  Reed 
Canary  Seedlings  which  grow  so  much  more 
slowly  than  other  grasses  until  they  are  fully 
established.  After  Reed  Canary  Grass  is  out 
of  the  seedling  stage,  it  grows  very  rapidly 
and  will  crowd  out  all  other  grasses  and 
weeds  so  that  eventually  you  will  have  a 
permanent  meadow  or  pasture,  consisting  en¬ 
tirely  of  Reed  Canary  Grass. 

Rate  of  Seeding 

Sow  any  one  of  the  following  companion 
crops  with  Reed  Canary  Grass:  flax  at  the 
rate  of  35  to  42  lbs.  per  acre — small  grains 
at  one-half  the  regular  rate.  Timothy  broad¬ 
cast  at  the  rate  of  4  to  5  lbs.  pen  acre,  or 
Bromus  Inermis  broadcast  at  the  rate  of  4 
to  5  lbs.  per  acre. 

Sow  the  seed  in  the  spring  as  early  as 
possible  so  that  the  seedlings  may  become 
well  established  before  the  weeds  begin  to 
grow.  On  very  weedy  land,  seed  the  last 
week  in  June  or  the  first  week  in  July, 
discing  your  land  up  to  this  time  in  order  to 
kill  the  weeds.  Seeding  may  also  be  done 
in  August  or  in  October  if  there  is  any  diffi¬ 
culty  in  getting  onto  your  land  in  the 
spring.  The  seed  should  be  sown  at  the  fol¬ 
lowing  rate — broadcast,  5  to  6  lbs.  per  acre:

The  Agricultural  Extension  Division  of  the  University,  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  Ralph  Grim,  conducted  a  series  of  meetings  through¬ 
out  southern  Minnesota  to  discuss  barley  problems.  It  was  pointed  out 
at  these  meetings  that  many  growers  had  been  allowing  the  better 
prices  paid  for  malting  barley  to  be  taken  away  from  them  because  so 
much  of  the  home-grown  barley  was  unfit  for  malting. 

By  use  of  the  proper  varieties  of  barley,  coupled  with  good  growing 
conditions  and  cultural  practices,  it  was  clearly  shown  that  barley  suit¬ 
able  for  the  maltster,  which  brings  a  higher  price,  can  be  easily  grown. 

Malting  barley  should  be  mellow  and  not  hard  or  flinty — to  bring 
this  about,  the  grain  should  be  allowed  to  ripen  thoroughly.  Malting 
barley  should  be  plump  and  heavy  and  must  be  free  of  diseases  and 
of  mixtures  such  as  wheat  or  oats. 


A  uniform  size  kernel  is  necessary,  and  in  order  to  obtain  these 
qualities,  the  grower  should  know  that  his  seed  is  dependable. 

At  these  meetings  it  was  pointed  out  that  pure  seed  of  malting 
barleys  was  relatively  scarce  and  insufficient  for  the  acreage  to  Ite 
seeded.

Even  though 
drought  and  excessive  heat  practically  de¬ 
stroyed  other  crops  in  many  sections,  malt¬ 
ing  barley  made  a  very  good  showing,  es¬ 
pecially  where  such  improved  varieties  as 
Wisconsin  No.  38,  Velvet  and  Peatland 
were  grown.

(Barley  stripe  disease 
may  be  controlled  by  treating  with  Ceresan.

In  the  summer  of  1935  the  southern  part  of 
Minnesota  witnessed  one  of  the  worst  scab 
epidemics  it  ever  experienced.  Peatland  showed 
its  value  and  brought  good  yields  of  high 
quality  barley  as  it  is  highly  resistant  to 
scab.  Therefore,  in  those  regions  where  scab 
is  a  serious  problem,  Peatland  Barley  may  be 
grown  and  a  good  quality  malting  barley  pro¬ 
duced.

IOWA  NO.  105  OATS

ANTHONY  OATS-Certified 

Anthony  Rust  Resistant  Oats  (Minnesota  No. 
686)  is  a  new  variety  produced  from  a  cross  of 
White  Russian  (White  Tartar)  and  Victory,  it 
is  a  midseason  type  maturing  about  two  weeks 
later  than  Gopher  or  logold  and  has  a  spread¬ 
ing  panicle.  The  straw  is  about  equal  in 
length  to  Victory  and  is  very  strong.  Anthony 
is  well  adapted  to  all  types  of  soils  but  does 
especially  well  on  those  soils  that  are  only 
moderately  fertile.

Hybrid  Corn  Proved  Definitely  Superior  to  Open  Pollinated  Varieties 


The  seasons  from  1933  to  1936  pro¬ 
vided  a  wide  range  of  temperature  and 
growing  conditions,  enabling  Hybrid 
Corn  varieties  to  be  thoroughly  tested. 
In  19  33  conditions  approached  normal; 
in  19  34  there  was  extreme  drought  with

The  smaller  seeded 
varieties  such  as  Red  Wing  are  seeded  at  the 
rate  of  28  to  35  lbs,  per  acre,  or  slightly 
more  if  the  land  is  somewhat  weedy.  Bison 
and  Common,  about  35  to  42  lbs.  per  acre. 

Flax  is  an  important  crop,  for  not  only  is 
the  seed  utilized  for  oil,  etc.,  but  the  straw  is

North  Dakota  Experiment  Station.  It  is  a 
large  seeded  type  both  rust  and  wilt  resistant 
and  is  exceptionally  popular  in  the  Dakotas, 
Minnesota  and  other  points  of  the  Northwest.

CULTUEE.  Soy  Beans  require  about  the 
same  treatment  as  corn,  and  will  grow  on  al¬ 
most  any  kind  of  soil,  shallow  peat  or  sandy 
loam,  and  even  ground  containing  too  much 
alkali  for  corn.  Do  not  plant  Soy  Beans  too 
early,  about  corn  planting  time  is  right. 

Soy  Beans  may  be  planted  in  the  following 
manner: 

1.  In  ordinary  6  in.  rows  with  a  grain  drill, 
using  90  to  100  lbs.  of  beans  per  acre. 

2.  In  12  in.  rows,  using  a  grain  drill  and 
plugging  up  every  other  drill,  using  80 
lbs.  per  acre. 

3.  In  21  in.  rows,  using  a  corn  planter  with 
a  bean  attachment,  the  planter  being  set 
at  the  regular  distance  of  42  in.  and  the 
rows  straddled.  Plant  about  70  to  75  lbs. 
of  beans  per  acre. 

4.  Soy  Beans  may  also  be  planted  in  rows  30, 
36  and  42  in.  apart  and  cultivated.  Plant 
35  to  45  lbs.  of  beans  per  acre. 

5.  Soy  Beans  may  also  be  broadcast,  using 
about  90  to  100  lbs.  per  acre. 

Soy  Beans  for  Seed 

The  seed  crop  is  quite  profitable.  The  seeds 
broken  or  split  in  threshing  can  be  fed  to  live¬ 
stock.  For  seed,  the  Soy  Beans  should  be  cut 
with  a  grain  binder,  while  the  dew  is  still  on 
them,  so  they  will  not  shatter.  They  can  be 
threshed  without  much  curing,  if  the  seed  is 
spread  out  so  it  cannot  sprout  in  the  bins. 

Soy  Beans  for  Soil  Improvement 

Soy  Beans  head  the  list  of  the  annual  soil 
improvement  crops.  They  will  give  a  very  fine 
yield  of  hay  or  may  be  turned  under  in  the  fall, 
thereby  enriching  the  soil  and  making  it  mellow 
and  easily  tillable.  Like  other  legumes,  they 
should  be  inoculated  with  Nitragin  or  “Master 
Parmer’’  inoculator  in  order  to  get  the  best  de¬ 
velopment  and  have  the  greatest  amount  of 
plant  food  turned  under.  Soy  Beans  will  be  in 
very  great  demand  in  1937.
